ON NOVEMBER 15, Essex residents will elect a 
public official with an £85,000 salary and the 
power to fire the Chief Constable. 

The county’s new Police and Crime 
Commissioner will be put in charge of the Essex 
Police budget - almost £300million - and will 
dictate local policing priorities. 

The Commissioner will replace the Essex Police 
Authority, a committee which met regularly at 
Essex County Council. 

The controversial move, part of the 
Conservative Party’s 2010 manifesto, will be 
introduced in 41 UK police force area. 

Critics have accused the decision of politicising 
the work of the police. 

In Essex, six candidates will fight for the role: 
one Labour, one Conservative, one UKIP, one 
English Democrat and two independents. 

Neither the Liberal Democrats nor the Green 
Party has fielded a candidate. 

The Liberal Democrat Party has stated that it 
does not support the decision to introduce the 
role, but has fielded some candidates around the 
country. 

South East Green Party spokesman Michael 
Hoy wrote on his blog that his party decided not 
to field candidates because it disagreed with the 
post. 

He wrote: “We strongly believe that the role 
would be best filled by an independent candidate 
with relevant experience, rather than the police 
being closely associated with a political party.” 

Former Commander of the Crime Operations 
Division David Bright MBE, who retired in 1999 
as the most decorated officer in the history of 
Essex Police, said having a single conduit 
between the public and the Chief Constable would 
be a welcome change to the ‘bureaucratic and 
time-consuming’ committee system. 

Mr Bright, 70, said: “Unfortunately, in my opin¬ 
ion, the government has not sold it very well. But 
there is no point in pushing against it. 

“I’ve read that some people are boycotting it. 
That’s a nonsense. It’s happening, so if you don’t 
go and vote, you might end up with someone you 
don’t want.” 

Asked what qualities the commissioner should 
have, he said: “They should have good negotiating 
skills. They should be used to dealing with people 
in high office as well as the common man. 

“They should have good background in finance 
as they will be responsible for a very, very large 
budget. And they should have their feet on the 


ground and some common sense.”

After the public and 
police have been fully re¬ 
engaged to help each other, 
crime prevention would 
improve at little or no cost 
so resources might then be 
redirected towards solving 
those that remain. 
Punishment or rehabilita¬ 
tion? What would be your 
priority if you were a 
judge? 

There can never be a choice 
between punishment and 
rehabilitation. Serious 
crime demands punishment 
but rehabilitation on 
release must be attempted.

SOUTHEND Hospital is looking for new recruits 
for its ‘red army’ of voluntary mealtime assistants, 
who can make a great difference to patients. 

Known as Feeding Buddies, the red-tabarded 
helpers assist and encourage some of the elderly 
and vulnerable patients to eat up at mealtimes. 

“These ladies have been lovely to me,” said patient 
Vera Bond, who has now returned home. “They are 
so kind and always have the time for a conversation. 
They take time with the menu so I can sort out what 
I want to eat - the fish is very nice. 

“I’ve been a bit naughty because they always give 
me ice-cream for pudding; sometimes I have more 
than one!” 

Not only are Feeding Buddies invaluable pairs of 
extra hands on the busy ward, they also have the 
time to sit and chat with patients, helping to make 
mealtimes more relaxed and social. 

And it was after chatting to Vera during the 
course of lunch one day that Buddy Pauline 
Woolley discovered the tiny 81-year-old from 
Rayleigh had a passion for ice-cream. 

Vera’s daughter Sue Merchant, 57, also from 
Rayleigh, has been a regular on the ward since Vera 
was admitted earlier this month.

“I help give mum her lunch, but it’s nice to know 
she’s being looked after when I’m not here,” said 
Sue, who was dividing her time between the hos¬ 
pital and caring for dad Jim, 84, at home. 

“I think everyone who has someone they love in 
hospital worries about whether they are getting 
enough to eat, so having the Feeding Buddy 
scheme is very reassuring. I’ve watched them with 


other patients on the ward I’ve been very 
impressed.” 

Southend Hospital currently has around 80 
Feeding Buddies, but needs many more to provide 
two helpers per mealtime on all appropriate wards. 

“Good nutrition is essential to helping patients 
get better and what the Buddies provide is invalu¬ 
able - they really do make a massive difference on 
the ward," says clinical development nurse Claire 
Buckell. 

“Buddies come from all walks of life - from stu¬ 
dents to mums to retired people, to people who 
have good care from the hospital and want to give 
something back.” 

Full training and support is given, and the time 
commitment can be as little as an hour a week. 
Pauline, 72, from Rochford, became a Buddy ear¬ 
lier this year, and loves the role, helping out on the 
hospital’s Stambridge and Estuary wards twice a 
week. “It’s social, you are helping and it keeps me 
occupied; I love it,” she said.

S ciatica "Si-at-ika" is a group of symptoms 
involving pain in the buttock and back of 
the leg, only usually on one side of the 
body. In addition to pain there may be any 
combination of pins & needles, numbness, 
tingling and muscle weakness in the affected 
leg or foot.

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Kidney’s 

birthday 

marked 

JUST days after celebrating her 84th birthday, 
Violet Rosewell was blowing out candles again. 

Her daughter Kaye Gordon surprised her with 
a healthily pink kidney-shaped cake to mark the 
30th anniversary of her kidney transplant. 

They took the cake along to Southend 
University Hospital’s renal unit to share with 
staff members, who have looked after Violet 
since she was given the life-saving kidney at the 
Royal London Hospital back in 1982. 

For three years before the suitable organ 
became available, Violet was kept alive by dial¬ 
ysis after her kidneys failed when she was in her 
50s. The machine was set up in her adapted 
home and her late husband Kenneth was 
allowed home early from work three times a 
week to put her on it and flush out the body’s 
toxins. 

Kaye recalls the ambulance dash to London 
while the kidney from an unknown donor was 
flown down to the capital. She said: “Mum had 
been extremely ill with kidney failure but, since 
the transplant, she has not looked back.” 

Violet, of Stadium Road, Southend, was able 
to enjoy holidays abroad with Kenneth before 
he sadly died 12 years ago and has lived to ful¬ 
fil her wish of seeing her two grandchildren, 
now 24 and 26, grow up and forge successful 
careers. 

She still attends Southend University 
Hospital’s renal unit regularly for checks and 
credits their care for keeping her so well. 

Now the whole family is urging others to go 
on the organ donor register. 

Kaye said: “To give someone 30 years of life 
is brilliant. Mum’s story really gives hope to 
other people facing a transplant.”

I Ve watched 
as village was 
destroyed 

UNLIKE Councillor Flewitt I 
was bom into the village of 
Eastwoodbury separated then 
from Southend by a broad 
swath of farmland. 

As a result I believe that I am 
able to assess the value and 
quality of the developments that 
have taken place better than he 
is. 

Development then had been 
done by Rochford Council in a 
sympathetic and sustainable 
way. A large farm with the 
highest quality land had been 
broken up into smallholdings. 

These were for veterans of 
WWI, who had been gassed 


and whose health would benefit 
from working in the fresh air. 
They supplied virtually all of 
the fruit and vegetables that my 
neighbours and myself con¬ 
sumed, and the lorries left early 
every morning for Covent 
Garden. Most of this produce is 
now imported from thousands 
of miles away in an unsustain¬ 
able manner and there is no 
starting point for the next gen¬ 
eration of farmers. 

Eastwoodbury then fell into 
the hands of Southend and this 
set in train the process of devel¬ 
opment that Councillor Flewitt 
so admires. I have had to watch 
as the village that I grew up in 
has been systematically 
destroyed to build a vanity pro¬ 
ject to bolster flagging egos that 
has no long-term future in it’s 
present form. 

The Chicago Convention 
requires airport development to 
be carried out away from resi¬ 
dential areas and legislation 
requires that the settings of 
Grade I listed building be 
respected. The council chose to 
ignore both. 

Councillor Flewitt refers to 
secure jobs at the airport; noth¬ 
ing could be further from the 
truth. That statement would ring 
hollow to the 150 Easy Jet 
employees who were required 
to relocate from Stansted to 
Southend at the drop of a hat. 

By their very nature jobs in 
aviation are the most mobile. 
Airlines can move at will and 
aircraft can be maintained any¬ 
where in the world. 

Licensed engineers will go 
wherever the money is. 


The Chicago Convention also 
controls the noise and pollution 
permitted by sub sonic jet air¬ 
craft. Chapter 1 and 2 aircraft 
are now banned from flying in 
Europe. 

In the near future Chapter 3 
aircraft such as the Airbus 
A319s now flying from 
Southend will be required to be 
re-engined to conform to 
Chapter 4 or be replaced. 

EasyJet appears to be replac¬ 
ing its fleet of A319s with 
A320s to the new specifica¬ 
tion. 

This type requires a runway 
longer and stronger than 
Southend now has. Long before 
the 10 year contract with 
EasyJet expires it will have no 
airliners able to operate eco¬ 
nomically from Southend. 

There are persistent rumours 
that Stobart has consultants 
investigating the extension of 
the existing runway over the 
railway line; and or the con¬ 
struction of a new runway on 
the line of the old cross runway 
as proposed in 1964, with 
approaches over Hockley and 
Thorpe Bay. Will Councillor 
Flewitt still be pleased to have 
Luton Airport on his doorstep? 

His opinion is probably irrele¬ 
vant as if the Council refuses 
planning consent the Secretary 
of State will overrule them.

REGARDLESS of whether you 
agree or disagree with the 
Havens Hospice proposal to 
build on greenbelt land in 
Leigh, the glaring hypocrisy 
implicit in Southend Borough 
Council officer’s reasons for 
recommending the refusal of 
the planning application is hard 
to miss. 

Planning officers have 
accused Havens charity of 
using deliberately narrow self- 
imposed criteria for site selec¬ 
tion, resulting in a predeter¬ 
mined outcome in the selection 
of the Belton Way greenbelt 
site.

the Cliff Slip development (the 
museum) should be halted and 
the process of site selection 
remn with wider and fairer cri¬ 
teria which do not have a coun¬ 
cil imposed inbuilt predeter¬ 
mined outcome.

I n the 50 years since Ian 
Fleming’s debonair secret 
agent introduced himself to 
Sylvia Trench at a card table in 
Dr No, global politics have 
changed beyond recognition. 

The Iron Curtain has fallen, the 
Cold War has thawed, the 
People’s Republic Of China has 
emerged as a superpower and 
terrorism has shifted into the dig¬ 
ital realm, forcing James Bond 
and his colleagues at MI6 to 
evolve. 

The latest Bond, Daniel Craig, 
has rugged physicality in abun¬ 
dance but his one-note interpre¬ 
tation of the spy who is shaken 
but never stirred remains devoid 
of personality. 

But Skyfall is undoubtedly the 
best instalment of Craig's tenure 
to date. 

Director Sam Mendes sensibly 
surrounds his leading man with 
an ensemble of award-winning 
actors, who bring gravitas and 
humour to their iconic roles. 

This tour-de¬ 
force support¬ 
ing cast 
encourages 
Craig to raise 
his game but 
also exposes 
his weakness¬ 
es as an 
actor, most 
noticeably in a 
pivotal scene 
of heartbreak, 
which relies 


on a drenching 
from a previous fist 
fight to send 
droplets of water 
down his inexpres¬ 
sive face, suggest¬ 
ing the tears of a 
momentarily bro¬ 
ken man. 

In the brilliantly 
orchestrated 
action sequences, 

Craig is in his ele¬ 
ment and Mendes 
opens with a 
breathtaking 12- 
minute pre-credits 
sequence, which 
draws heavily from 
the Bourne fran¬ 
chise to propel 
Bond and field 
agent Eve (Naomie 
Harris) through the 
winding streets of Istanbul. 

The mission ends in apparent 
tragedy, heralding the sombre 
chords of Adele’s soaring theme 
song that harks back to the belt¬ 
ing ballads of Shirley Bassey. 

With Bond 
reportedly 
killed in 
action, sec¬ 
tion chief M 
(Dame Judi 
Dench) pens 
an obituary as 
a political 
storm rages 
around her. 

A database 
of MI6 assets 
has fallen into 


the wrong hands, compromising 
undercover agents around the 
world. 

This dereliction of duty puts M 
and the department’s Chief Of 
Staff, Bill Tanner (Rory Kinnear), 
in the firing line and they are 
summoned to Westminster 
before a committee including the 
new Chairman of the Intelligence 
And Security Committee, Mallory 
(Ralph Fiennes), and ambitious 
rival Clair Dowar (Helen 
McCrory).

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A journey to remember our heroes

I t is now nearly 100 years since young Hugh 
Cameron Smith patriotically told the lie 
which ended his life in his teens, and yet 
when you hear his story in the great Cloth 
Hall of Ypres it is still deeply moving. 

In the Flanders Fields Museum, opened in 
the splendidly rebuilt hall six years ago, you 
enter Hugh’s life in 1915 when he was a 17- 
year old lithographer in Paisley and volunteer¬ 
ing for the British Army. 

He was below the legal age for the forces, 
so his father blocked his first attempt to 
enlist. Undaunted, he headed for Liverpool, 
lied about his age and went out to the 
Western Front on March 1, 1916. 

Later that year he was killed in action. His 
remains were never found, although the 
search for him, and others missing like him, 
still goes on. 

Although I grew up familiar with stories of 
the terrible battles of the Great War of 1914- 
18, the grim reality of the terror and the 
bloodshed of these terrible days only really hit 
home for me on our 
three-day tour of some 
of the principal battle¬ 
field sites, graveyards 
and museums of 
Belgium and France. 

Via Eurostar, you can 
be whisked in an hour 
or two to the scenes of 
those horrors of almost 
a century ago, to the 
road signs to places 
such as Armentieres 
and Picardy, immor¬ 
talised in song by sol¬ 
diers, and to see the 
legendary poppies of Flanders Fields. 

Much of what I saw brought tears to my 
eyes. No amount of reading, or TV pro¬ 
grammes and films about the First World 


War, will prepare you for this. 

Our first stop was 
Lijssenthoek military ceme¬ 
tery, outside Ypres, contain¬ 
ing nearly 11,000 graves, 
row upon row of them in 
neat, perfectly tended 
grounds. 

It's the largest of the hos¬ 
pital cemeteries which grew 
up around the casualty 
clearing stations to the east 
and west of Poperinge. 

British soldiers and victims 
from France, Germany, 

America, New Zealand, 

China, South Africa, 

Ukraine, Norway and Italy are 
buried here. 

Our next call was the Memorial Museum 
Passchendaele 1917 at nearby Zonnebeke. 
The museum is in an old chateau which con¬ 
tains an amazing collection of historical arte¬ 
facts, photographs and maps. 

Here, the ‘dugout experience’ brings home 
the claustrophobic conditions 
of life at the front line. 

On we travelled, to the 
lovely old town of Ypres 
which was reduced to a lunar 
landscape by German 
artillery. Its centre was 
restored with amazing accu¬ 
racy when the guns finally fell 
silent. 

An exhibition of "then and 
now" aerial photographs 
shows how the landscape 
was slowly recovered after 
1918. Extremely effective 
audio-visual material and 
hundreds of authentic objects explain the 
scale of the slaughter. 

My next stop was the huge Notre Dame de 
Lorette National French Cemetery, just off the 


Arras-Bethune road. 

This cemetery has a tall basilica and an 
ossuary. Of the almost 40,000 French sol¬ 
diers buried here, about 20,000 are unidenti¬ 
fied, and the ossuary also preserves the 
ashes of French citizens who died in Nazi 
concentration camps. 

Throughout my trip, I passed the sites of 
battlefields and visited some. The miles of 
peaceful green countryside, with clusters of 
trees, could have been anywhere in England, 
and it required a stretch of imagination to 
visualise what these areas would have looked 
like while they were being torn apart in a 
major war. 

Goodness knows if peace has been under¬ 
pinned by the European Union - or by other 
more benign influences. My journey left me 
with overwhelming sympathy for the brave 
and patriotic men who died so cruelly and 
prematurely, and for loved ones left behind to 
grieve for years. 

But I was also reminded of something posi¬ 
tive. Although the human race tears itself 
apart at times, it is amazing how it always 
picks itself up afterwards, dusts itself off and 
gets back to normality.

Buyers Vs. Tenants: Who’s Better Off?

THE PEUGEOT 208 dramati¬ 
cally improves its French 
brand’s proposition in the 
supermini sector. It’s smart to 
look at - and smart to own, 
with frugal running costs and 
lots of clever high-tech. It’s a 
small car with very big ideas. 

One issue tends to domi¬ 
nate your thinking the first 
time you get into this 208 and 
drive off. 

Namely the smallest steer¬ 
ing wheel you’ll find this side 
of a supercar. A potential 
problem, you might think, 
given that in most vehicles, 
you view the instrument clus¬ 
ter through the wheel. Here 
though, you don’t have to for 
the instrument pack has been 
moved to sit up above the 
wheel as it would do in, say, 
an MPV. 

On the road, this car feels 
light on its feet thanks to a 
programme of weight-saving 
that has especially benefitted 
entry-level variants equipped 
with the marque’s clever three 
cylinder petrol engine. 

For this test though, I elect¬ 


ed to focus on diesel power, 
choosing from an advanced 
HDi line-up virtually all of 
which features the brand’s 
eco-friendly micro-hybrid e- 
HDi technology. At entry-level, 
there’s a 68bhp 1.4-litre unit, 
but most sales will be of the 
92bhp 1.6-litre variant I tried, 
also available with the rather 
jerky EGO automatic box or 
in slightly pokier 115bhp 
form. 

It’s taken Peugeot some 
time to return to the simple, 
smart but effective design 
that characterises this 208 in 
both three and five-door 
forms. None of this though, 
properly prepares you for 
what you’ll find inside when 
you slip behind the wheel. 
This cabin would be impres¬ 
sive were it to have been cre¬ 
ated by a premium brand but 
from a mainstream maker 
especially, dare I say, a 
French one, it’s a hugely 
impressive effort that’ll sell 
many 208s before potential 
buyers have even left the 
dealer forecourt on their test 
drive. Soft touch plastics, tac¬ 
tile switchgear, chrome high¬ 


lights and almost faultless 
ergonomics show other 
supermini sellers how it 
should be done. 

The two main talking points 
inside are the smallness of 
the steering wheel (over 
which you view the high-set 
instruments) and the colour 
touchscreen attached to the 
fascia that controls audio, trip 
computer and stereo func¬ 
tions and to which you can 
add a range of clever down¬ 
loadable apps. 

Despite the slightly more 
compact outward dimen¬ 
sions, there’s a little more 
room on the back seat than 
the old 207 offered - and 
extra luggage space behind. 

You’ll pay somewhere in the 
£10,000 to £18,000 bracket 
for most 208 derivatives, pric¬ 
ing that’s pretty much par for 
the course in the supermini 
segment. There’s a £600 pre¬ 
mium to go from the three- 
door car to the five-door 
body style. If you’re shopping 
at the bottom of the range, 
think carefully about paying 
the £1,300 premium to go 
from the entry-level 1.0-litre 


petrol model to the 1.2: that’s 
quite a lot extra to pay for an 
extra 14bhp. Talking of premi¬ 
ums, the £2,000 extra neces¬ 
sary to go from the entry-level 
68bhp 1.0-litre petrol variant 
to the comparably-performing 
68bhp 1.4-litre HDi diesel is 
unlikely to pay for itself in 
terms of the running cost 
benefits 

A lot of weight-saving has 
gone on in creating this 208 
and the result is that on aver¬ 
age, this car weighs about 
114kgs less, model-for- 
model, than its 207 prede¬ 
cessor. Greater efficiency is 
therefore almost guaranteed. 
On top of that, plenty of eco- 
minded high-technology has 
been thrown at this Peugeot 
to drive its running costs 
down, but as usual, you 
won’t find all of it across the 
range. Most of the eco-fea- 
tures are reserved for 1.4 and 
1.6-litre e-HDi diesel models, 
cars that feature what 
Peugeot likes to call a ‘micro¬ 
hybrid’ system. 

Along with regenerative 
braking, that helps this car 
achieve substantial fuel sav¬ 
ings and you’ll get the best of 
these if you specify your 208 
diesel with the EGO automat¬ 
ic gearbox, a transmission 
which takes a bit of getting 
used to. Still, the returns it 


can generate are impressive, 
a 208 in 1.4-litre e-HDi guise 
capable of 83.1 mpg on the 
combined cycle and an 
87g/km C02 return. In manu¬ 
al form without the e-HDi and 
EGO package, the figures are 
74.3mpg and 98g/km. The 
1.6-litre diesel models also 
achieve 74.3mpg on the 
combined cycle and dip just 
before the magic 10Og/km of 
C02 mark that’s so important 
from a taxation point of view. 

Trying to please too many 
people too much of the time 
is a sure-fire recipe for failure 
- or at the very least, a dis¬ 
tinctly compromised and for¬ 
gettable end-result. As 
Peugeot now knows, a bold¬ 
er more innovative brand 
these days, the kind of maker 
you’d need to be to create a 


supermini as good as this 
208. “It’s OK to have 20 per 
cent of people not liking this 
car”, says the company’s 
director General Vincent 
Rambaud, “as long as the 
other 80 per cent love it.” I 
reckon he may not have too 
much to worry about. 

There may be a few super¬ 
mini buyers who don’t like the 
cabin layout, want something 
better suited to cornering on 
its door handles or who might 
prefer the value proposition of 
a budget brand - but I’m 
guessing they’ll be in the 
minority. 

Most will recognise that in 
this 208, Peugeot has finally 
brought us the supermini it 
was always capable of. A 
smart small car choice - in 
more ways than one.

Think before having an 
extra drink and driving 



IF ASKED at what time of year motorists 
would be most tempted to drink and drive, 
the vast majority of us would probably say 
Christmas. We would be wrong, according at 
least to the government. In fact, the most 
recent statistics for drink-related incidents 
show that they peak in August, with almost 
11 per cent more accidents recorded than in 
December, resulting in more than 19 per cent 
more casualties. 

On warm summer days, with outdoor par¬ 
ties in full swing, it’s very tempting to have 
more than one long, cooling drink, but drivers 
must take extra care: that’s the message of 
the latest anti-drink driving campaign. 

It emphasises that a home-poured measure 
will undoubtedly be more generous than a 
standard pub measure, and just one drink 
could easily put someone over the legal limit 
to drive. Cocktails or punches can be particu¬ 
larly dangerous, as their high alcohol content 
can often be masked by the taste of fruit juice. 

Many people wrongly judge whether they 
are safe to drive on how many units of alcohol 
they have consumed. Units are a measure¬ 
ment used by professionals as a guide to 
healthy drinking limits, whereas the drink drive 
limit is in fact measured in milligrams of alco¬ 


hol found in the blood. It is impossible to cal¬ 
culate your alcohol limit as factors such as 
gender, weight, food and previous alcohol 
consumption all influence the effect of the 
drink. This misconception means that many 
people may be unintentionally over the legal 
drink drive limit because they consider having 
‘just one drink’ to be sensible behaviour. 

Any amount of alcohol in the blood can 
affect a person’s ability to drive and, therefore, 
the safety of other road users. Indeed it has 
been proven that there is double the risk of 
having a road traffic accident if you are just 
below the drink-driving limit, than if you had 
not consumed any alcohol at all. 

Unfortunately, people still think of a drink-dri¬ 
ver as someone who exceeds the legal limit. 

In fact anyone who drinks any alcohol before 
driving is ‘drink-driving’ and, therefore, jeopar¬ 
dising their own safety as well as the safety of 
other road users. The only sensible and 
socially acceptable message is for motorists 
to avoid alcohol altogether when they are like¬ 
ly to drive. 

The Government's campaign highlights the 
fact that 60 deaths will occur every month as 
the result of drinking and driving, with young 
men in the 17 - 24 age group being most at 
risk of being involved in a fatal accident, as a 
passenger or driver. 

Holidaymakers planning to take their car 
abroad are also advised by motoring organi¬ 
sations like Green Flag to check out the regu¬ 
lations in the countries they plan to visit. Whilst 
Italy, Ireland and Luxembourg have the same 
limits as here, that’s 80 milligrams of alcohol 
per 100 millilitres of blood, other countries 
have stricter rules. Most European countries 
have a limit of 50 milligrams, whilst in Sweden 
you will be in trouble if you register over 20.
